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IT. Functions ; 

The functions of the Samiti will be to advise the Ministry 
of Industry & Civil Supplies and its Attached and Subordinate 
Offices on matters relating to progressive use of Hindi for 
Official purposes and allied issues falling within the frame- 
work of the policy laid down by the Ministry of Home Affairs. 

ITI. Tenure :

The non-official members will be paid travelling and daily 
allowances for attending the meetings of the Samiti and the 
Sub-Committees of the Samiti at the rates fixed by the Gov- 
ernment of India from time to time.

2. The number of persons to be selected for inclusion in the 
select list will be specified in the Notice issued by the Institute. 
Reservations shall be made for candidates belonging to the 
Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes in respect of vacan- 
cies as may be fixed bv the Government. 

Scheduled Castes/Trfbcs men any of the Castos/Tribes 
mentioned in the Scheduled Castes/Tribes Lists (Modification) 
Order, 1956 read with the Bombay Reorganisation A cl, 1960, 
the Punjab Reorganisation Act, 1966, the Scheduled Castes nnd 
Scheduled Tribes Order (Amendment) Act, 1956, the Consti- 
tution, (Jammu nnd Kashmir) Scheduled Castes Order 1956, 
the Constitution (Andaman and Nicobar Islands) v Scheduled

26bh Ocotber, 1962 to 9th January, 1968 would on 
reversion from the Armed Forces, be allowed to 
count the period of his service (including the period 
of training, it any) in the Armed Forces towards the 
prescribed minimum service.

(iv) submitting fabricated documents or documents which 
have been tampered with, or 

(v) making statements which are incorrect or false, or

(vi) resorting to any other irregular or improper means in 
connection with his candidature for the examination, 
or 

(vii) using unfair means in the examination hall, or 

(viii) misbehaving in the examination hall, or 

(ix) attempting to commit or, as the case may be, abet- 
ting the commission of all or any of the acts speci- 
fied in the foregoing clauses, may, in addition to 
rendering himself liable to criminal prosecution, be 
liable, 

(a) to be disqualified by the Institute from the exa- 
mination for which he is a candidate; or 

(b) to be debarred either permanently or lor a 
specified period — 

(i) by the Examination Wing of the Institute, 
from any examination or selection held by 
them;

8, Any attempt on the part of a candidate to obtain support 
for his candidature by any means may be held by the Institute 
to be a conduct which would disqualify him for admission to 
the examination.

10. After the examination, the candidates will be arranged 
by the Institute in the order of merit as disclosed by the aggre- 
gate marks finally awarded to each candidate and in that order 
so many candidates as arc found by the Institute to be qualified 
by the examination shall be recommended for inclusion in the 
Select list for the Assistant Grade up to the required number. 

Provided that the candidates belonging to any of the Sche- 
duled Castes or Scheduled Tribes may, to the extent the num-
